There should be no 


.Attorney-General McCarter before Su¬ 
preme Court Justice Beed at Trentoa for 
au order to show cause why a mandamus 
should not Issue to compel 0. Harry 
Baker, county clerk of Mercer couaty, 
to comply with the provisions of chapter 
133 of the election laws, the Assembly 
redlstrlctlog act, which was passed by 
tbe last Legislature. 

The papers have been prepared In the 
office of tbe Attorney General. The 
object of this action la to secure an 
early hearing by tbe Court of Errors and 
Appeals oq the question of the oonst&u- 
tlonaltty of the law cresting the A mai n - 
bly districts. 

Harry H. Smith, former park commis¬ 
sioner of Trenton, is tbe petitioner. 
His petition sets forth that on Monday 
ha made application to O. Harry Baker 
for s printed copy of ohapter 133 of the 
election laws and that Baker refused to 
grant the reqaest, saying that he had 
not had copies of the laws printed for 
olrculatlou throughout Mercer couaty. 
Smith holds that as a citizen of Hew 
Jersey he Is entitled to a oopy of the re- 
districting act. 

This Is merely a formal test of the 
constitutionality of the act. In 1393, In 
tbe case of tbe State against Wright* 
son, the 8upreme Court declared uncon¬ 
stitutional tbe redlstrlctlng act of that 
time. There bae been no direct adjudi¬ 
cation of the act by the Court of Errors 
and Appeals. 

Tbe new act le ohapter 133 of the laws 
of 1906, and tbe move to test It will be 
taken under section 4 of tbe act, which 
provides: “The county clerks In the 
several counties of this State shall, 
wlthlu ten days after tbe approval of this 
act, cause the same to be printed for 
circulation in their respective counties, 
and shall furnish to any psreon applying 
to them therefor a printed oopy of this 
act. Tbe failure of any county dark 
to furuleh such a copy to any pexsoa so 
demanding tbe same shall not, however, 
be construed to invalidate or affeot any 
election held under this act.” 

Tbe bill w&e passed with the full Inten¬ 
tion of carrying It to tbe court for a deal 
decision of tbe constitutionality of 
electing Assemblymen by districts in¬ 
stead of by counties, as. at present.
